OT long ago a joung American woman went to 
Germany to visit her uncle, a jeweler. He aold 
jewelry to many Americans and had a little bool 
in which he marked doe n each sal* —article, price 
name and address of puichaser and date.

To date this young woman ha« realised 
just 6200,000 on her little book; and the end is 
not yet. 
We don't k n o w just what the moral may be 
Ferhape it is that in dealing with the customs men 
you must be very, very careful.

If justice has bad its failures there also ha^e 
been successes in its administration and if success­ 
ful methods 
were substituted 
for 
unsuccessful 
methods there ought to be more and better Jus­ 
tice all around. So why not exchange information 
about the successes of justice among its a d m in ­ 
istrators? 
Anyway, that, is the ra th er plausible theory 
upon which the United States Federation of J u s ­ 
tice is being incorporated u nder the best auspices. 
The federation will aim to he a clearing house of 
information on the best concrete practices now 
in use among judges, prosecuting attorneys, w ar 
dens, sheriffs and cops. 


»jpHE federation is endorsed by Chief Justice Taft, 
ice President Dawes and scores of judges, 
legislators, university presidents, probation offie 
ers. police chiefs and others concerned with ju s­ 
tice and its administration. Its national prelim! 
nary committtee includes Dean Roscoe Pound of 
the Harvard Law School, Chief Justices Harry OI 
son of the Chicago municipal court, Frank lin Hoyt 
of the New York Juvenile court, Lew L. Callaway, 
of the Montana supreme court, John H. Dempsey 
of the Cleveland municipal court, Commissioner 
Sanford Bates of the Massachusetts department 
of correction and 20 or 30 other persons of similar 
caliber. 


For two years the work has been in process 
of organisation by Ewing Cockrell, circuit court 
judge of Warrensburg, Mo., and son of the Hon. 
Francis M. Cockrell, who was United States sen­ 
ator from Missouri for thirty yerap. 
Committees of officials will receive reports 
of successful administration of justice and digest 
them. They will then issue reports and manuals 
designed to be the combined wisdom of officials 
over the country. They will outline the best dis­ 
coverable methods for speedy, fair and efficient 
justice, 
with suggestions 
how- best 
to prevent 
crime and how to catch criminals, prosecute them, 
them, sentence them, imprison 
them 
and 
watch them afterward.
